Klelce and l.oni/.-i 
As a similar condition prevails In the 
remaining six provisional govern- 
ment, all Poland Is now governed 
nuder a modified form of martial 
law. The proclamation doea not 
give specific reasons for the action 
taken, but II Is due lo the general 
unsatlsfui .ory conditions of the coun- 
try.

of Ihe cellar after some steak nnd on 
returning down the stair steps lead- 
ing to the cellar he heard a scnfTli- 
and a man exclaim, 'oh!' when he

kill you.' The negro also said lo this 
same Padticnh man 'that (he man 
wa. (hen redressed nnd two day. In- 
ter he heard of a man being found 
In the straw stack. " 

This new report appear, plausi- 
ble and many people have always 
contended (hn( Ihe man was killed 
hefote being placed In Ihe slraw pile 
as (here was no blood on his collat- 
or shirt which seems Impossible to 
occur when (he throat la cut In .uch 
a manner. Officers are now (tying to 
locate the negro that answer. Ihe 
description and get a more definite 
MM. The Pnditcahan who had (he 
conversation with (he negro man 
will be communicated with and see 
if he will not come to Mayfleld and 
point out the man If possible to find 
him. 

Mv the description of (ho cellar 
Chief McNutt went (o the one under 
the Old .Southern Hotel, but found 
ihe cellar with water about 15 inches 
deep and had to postpone a closer 
investigation. The hotel I. unoccu- 
pied and has been since last summer, 
bill (he doors and windows have 
been frequently broken open by un- 
known parlies. 

The said negro lu stating that he 
went after steak appears doubtful a~ 
there was no . ooklng being done al 
thai time and It Is not known for 
what purpose he should have secured 
steak. Then ll might be some olher 
cellar. Every kind of theory has 
been fhlng thick and fast today and 
^ what shall develop, the future will 
reveal.

"Mrs. Stanford seemed to be great- 
ly affected," said Mrs. Highton. "I 
sought to dlsahue her mind of the 
idea, as 1 (houghl it might be only n 
delusion, but Mrs. Stanford talked 
so rationally about the attempt on 
her life I do not now hold (he heller 
lhal it was a mere fancy of her.. I 
was very uneasy after Ihls talk with 
Mrs. Stanford, and wrote (o mutual 
friends In San Francisco regnrdlng 
MM mailer. They told me (hey fear- 
ed such attempts had been made, no 
names, however, being mentioned. 

Dr. Humphries made the follow- 
ing statement : 

"When I was called I found Mrs. 
Stanford lu convulsions and applied 
the quickest remedies, but it was not 
possible M save her life. Mrs. Slan- 
ford said to me: 'Doctor, I hate 
been poisoned.' "

A short time ago a 
suit wns brought ngalnst the city on 
an Injury received by Dr. D. J. Fos- 
ter by tripping and falling over one 
of them on North Fourth street. 
Chief of Police Collins will be asked 
to Instruct nil the patrolmen to look 
out for the boxes and report their lo- 
cntlon nt headquarters. 

The ordinances prepared by Solicit- 
or Puryear for the Improvement of 
Kentucky nvenue from Second to 
Ninth, and Jefferson from Second to 
Ninth streets, were ratified, and now 
go to the legislative boards for ac- 
tion. 

The city solicitor was Instructed 
to Investigate the right of telephone 
and telegraph companies to put 
"dead men" under the pavements lo 
which to attach their guy wires to 
strengthen their poles. It Is clnlm- 

! ed that In some parts of the city 

'these wires are dangerous. 

The board Instructed Secretary 
Saunders Fowler to write a letter to
